

County 'didn't have the guts' to take 
hospital decision to Secretary of State 


COUNCILLOR Andrew Moulding says a 
county council committee didn’t have “the 
balls” to refer the hospital bed closure in 
Axminster and other Devon towns to the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Health. 

Instead it will launch a task group investigation into 
NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group’s deci¬ 
sion to close the beds. 

Devon County Council’s Health and Wellbeing 
Scrutiny Committee reviews the implementation of 
NHS policies and can make reports and recommenda¬ 
tions to the Secretary of State for Health. 

Councillor Moulding is not a member of the com¬ 
mittee, but he was allowed to speak at the start of the 
meeting on September 14th because he is a county 
ward member for Axminster. 

In a passionate speech, Councillor Moulding said: 
“Can I start by repeating the views held strongly by 
the people of Axminster that this decision is premature 
in advance of the proposed new contract for the pro¬ 
vision of healthcare services. 

“Having set up the stakeholder group and engaged 
with the community, why then dismiss its submission 
out of hand? 

“This shows a total lack of respect for the people 
who they are not only serving, but the people who pay 
their salaries. 

“This does not augur well for the future when it will 
be imperative that NEW Devon CCG gains commu¬ 
nity support for its future plans.” 

He also said that a resident of Axminster wrote to the 
Prime Minister, who passed it on to the Department of 
Health for a response. 

The Department of Health responded by outlining 
criteria that service changes are expected to meet - 
support for GP commissioners; clarity about the clin¬ 
ical evidence basis underpinning decisions; arrange¬ 
ments for public and patient engagement; the need to 
develop and support patient choice. 

Summing up these criteria, Councillor Moulding 
said: “We certainly don’t have support for these deci¬ 
sions from the GPs of Axminster. 

“It was recommended that before any changes, there 
should be a study to provide the evidence. This has not 
been carried out. 

“Yes, we had the engagement but nothing we said, 
or Sir John Evans’ report said, has been listened to, and 
patient choice has been totally disregarded.” 

He then referred to a letter from another resident, 
who claimed that patients from Axminster taken to 
Seaton Hospital were not seen by their own GPs as 
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promised. 

The resident also claimed that some of the patients 
were not washed until the afternoon because of staff 
shortages. 

Concluding his speech, Councillor Moulding said: 
“Finally, chairman, I’m sure, like me, you received a 
communication from NHS England regarding New 
Devon CCG whereby NEW Devon CCG has to pro¬ 
duce an improvement plan to ensure that the capacity, 
capability and governance of the CCG is made fit for 
purpose. 


“Chairman and members, do we have confidence 
that decisions made by CCG are sound? Because if 
they are not, then this matter should be referred to the 
Secretary of State.” 

But the committee settled for a compromise, setting 
up a task group to investigate the decision. 

Councillor Moulding updated fellow town council¬ 
lors later that day, saying: “It is unfortunate they did 
not have the balls to do it, they are going to create a 
task group.” 

Former Axminster Mayor, Councillor Jeremy 
Walden, said: “It’s unbelievable they didn’t have the 
guts to do it [involve the Secretary of State]. Bureau¬ 
cracy and faffing around isn’t helping anyone. People 
are dying unnecessarily, I think it is criminal. 

“We must keep on going, not just for the beds but

for the provision of health services. 

“The decision [to close the beds] was taken by an 
organisation NHS England says is not fit for purpose.” 

Councillor Susan Spiller asked if the town council 
could write directly to the Secretary of State. 

It was explained that MP Neil Parish and at least one 
Axminster resident had already done so, with no suc¬ 
cess. But it was decided to try, and Councillor Walden 
agreed to compose a draft for approval by other coun¬ 
cillors. 

As previously reported, NHS England has issued a 
list of more than ten Directions to NEW Devon CCG, 
including a demand for an improvement plan “that 
sets out how it shall ensure that the capacity, capability 
and governance of NEW Devon CCG is made fit for 
purpose”. 

Councillor Walden said after that his assumption 
about NEW Devon CCG not being fit for purpose was 
based on his interpretations of the NHS England re¬ 
port.

A BOBBY on the beat is a rare sight these days 
- and in South Somerset it’s going to get rarer. 

Further cuts in funding the police force in 
Somerset and Avon could lead to a huge drop in 
the number of police officers being deployed 
by the constabulary. 

Cuts of £58 million have already led to a loss 
of 600 officers and an expected further reduc¬ 
tion in funding of £25 million is on the cards 
which could see another 300 crime fighters 
disappear. 

Avon and Somerset Police Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Sue Mountstevens warns that changes 
in how the police force is funded, the cause of 
the budget reduction, could have “disastrous 
consequences” for fighting crime in our South 
Somerset towns. 

Devon’s Police and Crime Commissioner 
Tony Hogg is fighting a similar battle. Last 
week he handed in a 8,569-strong signature 
to No 10 Downing Street demanding 


fairer funding for Devon and Cornwall. 

Tony Hogg is concerned that if proposals are 
accepted large rural forces will lose millions of 
pounds - with up to £24m being lost from the 
Devon and Cornwall's budget. 

The names had been collected over a six 
week period and together form the biggest 
ever single public consultation into policing is¬ 
sues in Devon and Cornwall - and the biggest 
nationally by a PCC. 

I’m not a great admirer of the police commis¬ 
sioner role - I’m not sure they make a differ¬ 
ence - but they seem to be taking the fight to 
the corridors of power. 

We are lucky to live in a relatively low crime 
area and one can see the sense of putting more 
resources into the urban areas where serious 
crime is a daily occurrence. 

But don’t we all deserve to sleep soundly at in 
our beds at night?

COLYTON 

Neighbourhood Plan 
meeting sparks debate 
on democracy 

COLYTON residents have questioned the parish 
council's method of setting up a steering group 
to take forward its Neighbourhood Plan, with one 
describing it as “undemocratic". 

A public meeting held for residents to find out 
more about the benefits and process of setting up 
a Neighbourhood Plan - a community-led plan¬ 
ning document which will influence development 
in the area up to 2026 - descended into argument 
on Wednesday evening. 

Colyton resident Richard Thorp said the parish 
council had acted “undemocratically" by choos¬ 
ing parish councillor Caroline Collier as chairman 
for a steering group that had not yet been elected. 

Residents also complained that they had been 
led to believe that membership of the steering 
group, made up of councillors and volunteers from 
the community, would be finalised that night, but 
councillors insisted that a second public meeting 
would have to be held for members to be elected. 


HONITON 

Concerns over plans 
to 'privatise' library 

HONITON Library users have expressed fresh con¬ 
cerns about Devon County Council's plan to turn 
the public library service into a mutual company. 

Work is underway to establish a staff and com¬ 
munity-owned “mutual" which would run li¬ 
braries on DCC's behalf from April 2016. 

But the decision has been met with trepidation 
by library users in the area and at a meeting 
hosted by Honiton Senior Voice, members of 
Honiton and Axminster public libraries agreed to 
raise their concerns to local MP Neil Parish. 

They also agreed to invite other library user 
groups to a public meeting at Honiton Methodist 
Hall at 2pm on October 22nd. 

Honiton Senior Voice chairman, Vic Bowsher 
OBE said: 1 ‘We understand the council is suffering 
from the impact of government cuts, but we do 
not think there has been sufficient public consul¬ 
tation on these plans which will basically priva¬ 
tise our library service. 

There are already community pilot schemes for 
libraries in Colyton and Ottery St Mary. 


SEATON and Beer beach hut tenants were given 
renewed hope when a district council committee 
opposed proposed changes. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) wants to rip 
up current deals and auction five-year beach hut 
leases on the open market instead. But its own 
Scrutiny Committee is demanding a review of 
various aspects. 

The Scrutiny Committee also says there is no 
such thing as a one-size-fits-all approach, instead 
recommending that each location with beach huts 
should be treated on its own merits. Affected loca¬ 
tions include Sidmouth, Exmouth and Budleigh 
Salterton, as well as Seaton and Beer. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Although no de¬ 
cision has been made following consultation on 
EDDC's beach hut proposals, growing public con¬ 
cern in the areas affected prompted the Scrutiny 
Committee's decision to review both the propos¬ 
als and the consultation." 

A wide cross-section of councillors, as well as 
members of the public, addressed the committee 
and Scrutiny Committee chairman Councillor 
Roger Giles praised the sensible and open man¬ 
ner in which the meeting was conducted.

SOUTH SOMERSET 

Police funding changes 
could result in £15m 
cut for local force 

AVON and Somerset could face a huge additional 
cut to its police service if government plans to 
change the way it allocates funding goes ahead. 

In July the government announced that it would 
be consulting on the formula it uses to allocate 
funding for policing. Based on the information 
provided so far, potential cuts to the money Avon 
and Somerset receives centrally are likely to be 
£15million a year, equivalent to 300 police offi¬ 
cers. This is in addition to any potential reductions 
anticipated in the next Comprehensive Spending 
Review in November. 

Avon and Somerset Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Sue Mountstevens said: 1 ‘This is about Avon 
and Somerset taxpayers' money going to other 
policing areas with none of the same demand that 
Avon and Somerset faces. The proposed new for¬ 
mula does not take into account crime demand and 
incidents and does not give enough importance to 
the population of an area. 

"We've already made £58million of savings 
which means we've lost nearly 600 police offi¬ 
cers. We know there are more cuts to come, at 
least £25million, but the proposed funding for¬ 
mula would be a new reduction on top of all of this 
and there could be disastrous consequences." 

The police service in the UK is funded through a 
combination of government grant and money 
raised through local council tax.

Shuttle bus will keep 
Lyme connection 


BUS company First has struck an 
agreement with Dorset County 
Council to arrange a shuttle bus 
between Lyme Regis and Axmin- 
ster whilst Church Street in Lyme 
is closed for six weeks. 

First said they were not con¬ 
sulted over the road closure and 
would not be able to run buses 
through Lyme whilst the work was 
being carried out. 

But following an uproar from 
regular passengers, who faced 
having to travel to Hunters Lodge 
or Charmouth to catch the bus to 
Axminster, First have come to an 
arrangement with Dorset Travel 
and Dorset County Council. 

First have issued the following 
statement: “The closure has been 
put in place by Dorset County 
Council’s Highways Department 
following a request from a devel¬ 
oper without prior consultation 
with us as to what impact the clo¬ 
sure would have on our bus serv-

ices in the town. 

“As a result, from September 
15th until September 26th, Service 
X53 will run hourly and serve the 
west end of Lyme Regis. 

“Buses will serve the Co-op (in 
Lyme) and will operate via Silver 
Street, Pound Street and Pound 
Road. Buses to and from Exeter 
will continue along Sidmouth 
Road. 

“However, Service X31 will not 
serve Lyme Regis for the duration 
of the closure. 

“Customers wishing to travel to 
and from Axminster will need to 
change at Hunters Lodge. 

“From September 27th, Service 
X31 will become the X51. On 
most journeys, Service X53 will 
no longer serve Sidmouth Road. 
Instead it will operate via Axmin¬ 


ster and will therefore no longer 
serve Lyme Regis. 

“Regrettably, we will not be able 
to serve the Charmouth side of 
Lyme Regis during the road clo¬ 
sure. 

“The Jurassic Coaster route is a 
very important part of our bus net¬ 
work in Dorset and East Devon. 

“This is the reason why we have 
increased the frequency of buses 
running between Bridport, Lyme 
Regis and Axminster. 

“We do offer our sincere apolo¬ 
gies for the inconvenience these 
necessary changes to our services 
will cause our customers. 

“We hope that going forward, 
we will be able to consult more 
closely with the county council’s 
highway team with a view to de¬ 
veloping sustainable plans to min¬ 
imise the impact on public 
transport during unavoidable road 
closures.” 


Local MP slams CCG for ‘lack of 
transparency’ over hospital beds 


MP Neil Parish has again slammed NEW Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) for “a lack of 
transparency" over the Axminster Hospital in¬ 
patient beds closure. 

Speaking on Thursday, September 17th, the MP 
said: "I have been very disappointed about the 
lack of transparency and decision making by the 
NEW Devon CCG. I feel that not enough emphasis 
has been put on the report put together by Sir 
John Evans." 

Mr Parish continues to work with Axminster 
doctors, the League of Friends of Axminster Hos¬ 
pital and local councillors Mervyn Symes and 
Andrew Moulding to hold meetings with NEW 
Devon CCG. A meeting took place in late August 
with Dr David Jenner, chairman of the Eastern 
Locality and Mid Devon sub-locality and MD John 
Finn, to explore exactly what role the hospital is 
going to fulfil in the future. 

The MP pressed Dr Jenner and Mr Finn to be 
more proactive in putting their ideas forward to 


the Axminster community so that a more open 
discussion on the role of Axminster Hospital can 
be held in the future. 

Mr Parish said: 1 We very much want the clinical 
beds to be returned to Axminster Hospital and 
we will also be working with Royal Devon & Ex¬ 
eter Hospital, who are the preferred provider of 
services for the new contract for Axminster and 
Seaton hospitals. 

"We will be looking for their ideas of how 
Axminster could provide beds to relieve the 
pressure on Royal Devon & Exeter Hospital after 
acute operations have taken place there." 

He said that the views of the local clinicians and 
population must be taken into consideration, 
adding: "Palliative care for end of life services is a 
possible role for Axminster Hospital, and stake 
holders believe that all of these ideas need to be 
considered." 

The MP also reported that he is in close contact 
with Jeremy Hunt, Secretary of State for Health. 


District council says office relocation 
is about improving, not just moving 


"IT'S not just about moving, it's also about improv¬ 
ing” is the statement of intent from the ruling Con¬ 
servative group of East Devon District Council, as 
the relocation from the Knowle gathers momen¬ 
tum. 

EDDC leader, Councillor Paul Diviani, is urging 
residents to take part in a consultation exercise 
ahead of the move from the Sidmouth HQ to new 
offices in Honiton and a refurbished space in Ex¬ 
mouth. 

Residents and other interested groups are being 
invited by the district council to fill in a question¬ 
naire over the coming weeks. The J6-question 
survey is aiming to give the council a clearer pic¬ 
ture of what services need to be provided at the 
two new locations and how people can access 
those services. 

This includes information that could influence 
the design and layout of the accommodation, ac¬ 
cess and car parking as well as useful data about 
how many people would prefer to contact the 
council by phone, email or online. The survey will 
also ask people how often they tend to visit the 
council, which services they use now and which 
services they think they will want to access in the 
future. 

Councillor Diviani said: "It’s really important that 
we get the best possible bang for buck from this 
move, both for the sake of our customers - the 
council tax payers of East Devon - and for the 
benefit of the local businesses, our staff and 


elected members.” 

EDDC's cabinet meeting on September 9th, 
heard that arrangements to deliver the "Moving 
and Improving” project were gaining pace and that 
progress was being made with the sale of the 
Knowle, proposals to preserve the parkland and 
plans for two new locations. 

The questionnaire will be sent to 3,000 randomly 
selected households across the entirety of East 
Devon, and will help the team working on the re¬ 
location project to ensure the council and its cus¬ 
tomers get the best possible value from the move 
and from the transformation process that runs 
alongside it. 

The consultation follows on from the council’s 
controversial decision earlier this year to sell 
Knowle for redevelopment and move to the two 
alternative sites with around two-thirds of the 
desk space on land that EDDC already owns at 
Honiton and one third at Exmouth Town Hall, 
where rooms have been vacated by Devon County 
Council. 

In March, the full council voted to pursue nego¬ 
tiations with the preferred bidder, Pegasus Life 
Ltd, a specialist provider of residential develop¬ 
ments offering retirement and assisted living fa¬ 
cilities, who propose to develop just under two 
hectares of the site. Around three and a half 
hectares of the remaining parkland is being of¬ 
fered to Sidmouth Town Council to own and man¬ 
age in perpetuity.

College unveils its new 
all-weather football pitch 


AXMINSTER’S status within the local 
football community went up a notch or 
two with the official opening of an arti¬ 
ficial pitch at Axe Valley Community Col- 
lege. 

Ex-England international Steve Perry¬ 
man and former West Ham star Leroy 
Rosenior helped raise the profile by 
gracing the pitch and addressing the as¬ 
sembled crowd. 

The £675,000, state-of-the-art pitch 
will not only serve the Axminster col¬ 
lege, but the local football community as 
a whole. 

Axminster Town AFC and Millwey Rise 
FC, for example, will be able to in¬ 
crease their number of teams, with 
more youths being able to play the 
game. 

The opening took place on Wednes¬ 
day, September 16th, led by college 
headteacher Martin Smith. 

Although a day of celebration, there 
was a sombre mood when Mr Smith 
opened proceedings by declaring a 
minute’s silence for Oliver Croker, the 
12-year-old who died after a freak acci¬ 
dent when watching a football match in 
Bradninch. 

Following the minute's silence, Mr 
Smith praised everyone who had sup¬ 
ported the project in various ways. 

He looked back at a long but worth¬ 
while process, saying: “People talked 
about it [the pitch] when I joined the col¬ 
lege in 2008. 

“There are lots of people we have to 
thank for this facility.” 

It hasn't been plain sailing all the way 
as a number of neighbours expressed 
concern - including light pollution and 
bad language - when plans were re¬ 
vealed. 

The college has worked to allay fears, 
and Mr Smith said: “We thank local res¬ 
idents for their support, which has been

“I hope we can ensure the pitch is used 
in a responsible way.” 

He also told Pu/mon's View: “The fund¬ 
ing we received from the Premier 
League and the FA’s Facilities Fund has 
enabled us to take the provision of sport 
we offer to another level. 

“Our students returned to school this 
week to discover this wonderful new fa¬ 
cility.” 

Steve Perryman attended in his ca¬ 


pacity as Exeter City FC Director of 
Football, and revealed the club’s devel¬ 
opment teams will use the pitch. 

He would have loved to play on the 
new pitch himself, and said: “My knees 
and hips are gone, but I get a bit of feel¬ 
ing back when seeing this surface.” 

Leroy Rosenior, who attended as a 
League Managers’ Association repre¬ 
sentative, said the pitch was a great im¬ 
provement compared to the “awful 
plastic pitch” he played on at QPR in the 
1980s. 

The pitch will be managed by LED.

Plans could bring new lease of 
life to former Woolworths building 


THE former Woolworths building in Seaton can play 
its part in the town's regeneration after planning per¬ 
mission for a new lease of life was given. 

Planning permission has been given for two retail 
units at ground floor level, with five apartments above, 
including second and third floor extensions over the 
existing rear wing. 

The Marine Place building was sold at auction for 
£285,000 last October, far exceeding the guide price 
of £225,000 to £250,000. 

Not looking its best today, the building forms part of 
the late 19th century development of Seaton when it 
established itself as a 
seaside resort.

nal three-storey form.” 

The upper floors have been under¬ 
utilised for many years and the building 
as a whole has seen limited mainte¬ 
nance, becoming an eyesore. 

The applicant said: “The proposal 
would intensify the existing retail use 
on the ground floor and introduce apart¬ 


ments above, which would help to en¬ 
sure that the building's fabric continues 
to be maintained. 

“To render the scheme commercially 
viable, it would be necessary to increase 
the upper floor area of the building, 
which provides the opportunity to im¬ 
prove the visual relationship between 
the rear brick-faced addition and the 
more historic element of the building.” 

East Devon District Council approved 
the plans this month. 


In the planning appli¬ 


cation, applicant Cottam 
& Northcott Builders 
Ltd. of Seaton explained 
the building’s history, 
saying: "The building 
originated as a two 
storey confectionery 
shop, but developed well 
over 100 years ago into 
the three-storey structure 
that exists today when an 
upper floor was created, 
reflecting the propor¬ 
tions and rhythm of 
buildings either side, op¬ 
posite and predomi¬ 
nantly throughout the 
town centre. 

“Despite the insertion 
of a modern shop front 
by the Woolworth com¬ 
pany, probably during 
the late 1940s, the build¬ 
ing still retains its origi-

One man, 
however, approached Pulmcin's View on the night 
saying that the marshals of one float had pushed 
people out of the way, and that a complaint had 
been made to police.

AT the first meeting of their au¬ 
tumn programme Honiton U3A 
welcomed two speakers from The 
Friends of Buburi - Trustee 
Noreen Collins and Volunteer 
Gwenllian Riall. 

Noreen began by giving a brief 
history of this Kenyan health cen¬ 
tre, begun in 2003 when land was 
donated by a local Kenyan to build 
a clinic for this poverty stricken 
area. The work was undertaken by 
a team of volunteers including the 
Friends of Buburi founder Jo 
Hanks. Unfortunately it did not get 
off to a good start, as the building 
was completed but due to the lack 
of funds for staff and equipment it 
was not opened. 

In 2005 Jo returned again to 
Buburi and with support from 
health organisations on the Isle of 
Wight she took more than 200kg 
of vital supplies and equipment to 
enable the health centre to start 
seeing patients. In 2007, through 


fundraising and sponsorship, Jo 
was able to commit to funding a 
nurse’s salary. 

Later Jo was joined by two fellow 
nurses inspired by her plans and 
as trustees in the UK and with a 
nursing team in Kenya, Friends of 
Buburi was formed and gained 
charity status in 2010. 

Gwenllian then explained that as 
a volunteer and midwife she was 
made aware of the lack of ante 
natal facilities in this area with 
many women giving birth on their 
own in unhygienic conditions. She 
came up with the idea of a ‘Birth 
Bag’ - a cotton bag containing es¬ 
sential equipment such as dis¬ 
posable gloves, soap, a plastic 
sheet to lie on, cord clamp and 
blade, cotton nappies, blanket and 
warm clothes for the baby. To en¬ 
courage pregnant mums to come 
to the clinic for the essential ante 
natal care these bags are given to 
them on their fourth visit. These

Monmouth Rebellion talk at Phoenix Club

Charles II died in 1685 and 
was succeeded by his brother 
James II, a Roman Catholic. 

James Scott, Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth, the illegitimate son of 
Charles II, landed in Lyme 
Regis in June 1685 from his 
exile in Holland to try to over¬ 
throw James II. He planned to 
recruit local troops and march 


to London but was finally 
overcome by royalist troops at 
Sedgemoor in Somerset in 
July. Monmouth fled but was 
captured and executed. The 
rebels were tried during the 
Bloody Assizes led by Judge 
Jeffreys, 200 being executed 
and 800 transported. James II 
reigned until 1688. It was really 
interesting to learn of what 
went on in and around our 
town just over 300 years ago.

The Fayre commences with a procession of cos¬ 
tumed residents setting off from the green opposite 
Elmwood Care Home, turning right down past the 
village shop along Seaton Road and into the field 
alongside Springfield House. 

Entrance is by programme, which includes free 
car parking. These can be purchased in advance 
from the Village Stores (£3) (under 14s are free) 
or on the day from our programme sellers along 
the route or at the entrances to the fayre. 

The Colyford Goose Fayre was revived in 1980 
under the leadership of Colin Pady and has been 
held every year since then on the Saturday closest 
to Michaelmas. The fayre has become a major fea¬ 
ture in the local area and several thousand people 
attend every year. Any profits from the fayre are 
used for the village and some local organisations 
also benefit. From the outset it was decided that 
the aim of holding the fayre was not to make un¬ 
warranted profit but to hope to gain enough to 
stage another fayre in the following year, for the 
benefit of all the local people. 

One extra feature this year is that we will have a 
copy of the Magna Carta on display at the Fayre in

Renault reveals dynamically 
styled, high-tech new Megane 


THE dynamic-looking, high-quality, All-New 
Megane - loaded with technology features 
from higher-segment cars - is Renault’s star at¬ 
traction at this year’s IAA in Frankfurt. Along¬ 
side a range of highly-efficient petrol and 
diesel engines, it will be available from launch 
as a GT created in association with Renault- 
sport.
